A ilsim "»r WO.OOO brought by the 


estate of Gen. William J 
Palmer 


against the estate of Edward J Yard. 
former' chief' Fpgineer of tho Denver 
and Rio Grande railroad system, baa- 
been defied by County Judge J. R. 
Dlxon In Denver 


It was alleged that General Palmer 


advanced to Tard In 1MM the sum of 
$60,080 with which to purchase timber 
land In California as an investment. 
The alleged agreement was that when 
the land should be sold Tard waa to 
return the amount tr> General Palmer, 
plus Interest, aod was to share In the 
proflts of the sale Itself. The money 
waa not returned in accordance with 
the terms agreed upon before the rail- 
road man's death, it In claimed, and It 
to also saM that efforts to recover 
since then have failed. 


Tard died In 1907 leaving an estate 


of about ttO.MO. The lands purchased 
were never sold, and when the execu- 
tors of the Palmer eetatp came to In- 
vestigate tfcey found th*t the execu- 
tors of the Tard estate could account 
for only $2*.ttft Invested in the lands 
in question The Palmer estate offered 
to take the lands as against Uie *2«,000 
shown to ha*« tstn paid for them. 
and charge the regaining $34,000 to 
the Tard estate. This waa refused an4 
the court proceedings followed. 


Judge Dlxon disallowed the claim on 


the giouAd that If such a claim did 
exist It was not against the estate of 
Edward J Tard, but against H H. 
Tard. a cousin, who at the time of the
